During the month of April. Fargo had eleven cases of typhoid. Why

These official figures furnish no proof of an epidemic such as has 


been imputed to Bismarck by irresponsible public officials and publi- 
cations. On May 2, when WiRiarn Langer informed the city com- 
mission that "There are at present considerable number of cases of 
typhoid fever in the city of Bismarck, and there exists grave danger 
of the spread of an epidemic of same because of the condition of the 
water supply," there had not been reported to the city health officer a 
single case of typhoid fever for a week; the city bacteriologist had 
just filed w]Jh the city health officer a letter commenting upon the 
marked improvement "in the city water, and these facts could have 
been ascertained by Mr. Langer had -he not preferred to rely upon 
hearsay and gossip. 
During the same month of April Fargo reported eleven cases of 


typhoid fever, and at the end of the month its \yatcr, after sedimenta- 
tion, showed a bacteria count 83 higher per cubic centimeter than that 
of the Bismarck water, according to unbiased reports of the two bac- 
teriologists, while sixteen out of .8 samples of Fargo water >ho\vc< 
the presence of colon baccilli.

BY A GARDENER 


Garden beets are easily grown on any 
pd soil, but rich, sandy loam writ 


give the best results. If your roll is 
clayey, work In sand or sifted ashes, 
and spade deeply. 
The early beets should be thinned 


out to 4 or B Inches apart In rows 
about a foot apart. The seed should 
be sown about one Inch deep for the 
early crop and about half an inch 
deeper for the late crop. 
For a succession during the sum- 


mer, plalntings should be made ev- 
ery three or four weeks duruu 
the spring months. 
The main crop should be sown the 


last half of May or the first of June. 
For winter use the late sown beets are 
better than the early. Not bavins 
completed their growth they are more 
tender and of better quality. 
Beets are harvested by pulling and 


topping. 
Be careful not to cnt the 


root as this incites bleeding and may 
cause decay. 
After cutting off the 


tops store beets in boxes or bins in 
boxes or bins in a cool cellar, covering 
them with sand to prevent drying and 
shriveling. 
Beets, being a root crop, need a deep 


soil. 
That is, the spading must be 


deeper than for such crops as lettuce, 
radishes and onions. •
